ceptibly when the jury announced its 
verdict, but she recovered her com- 
posure immediately and smilingly re- 
ceived the embraces of her father and 
other relatives and the congratula- 
tions of her friends. 


She held an impromptu reception in 


the court, thanking and shaking hands 
with her lawyers and 
each of 
the 


Jurors, and also greeting and thnnk- 
ing the representatives of the press. 
Mrs. Sampson declined to make any 
statement for publication. 


District Attorney Gilbert, in speak- 


ing of the verdict, said: "I am satis- 
fled. I have done my full duty by the 
.people and by the prisoner." 


Mr. Gilbert, though a cousin of 


Mrs. Sampson by marriage, stood to 
his duty and prosecuted the case as 
vigorously as the facts would permit. 


The last day of the trial was spent 


in presenting the defense's case and in 
listening to the closing addresses of 
the state and the defense and to the 
charge of Judge Rich. The testimony 
of the defense was brief and was con- 
fined chiefly to rebutting the testi- 
mony of Albert H. Hamilton, a gun 
expert, that the hole made in Harry 
Sampson's outer shirt was made by a 
bullet fired from a distance and that 
Sampson could not, therefore, have 
committed suicide as the defense al- 
leged. 


It was 8:30 when Judge Rich com- 


pleted his charge to the jury and it 
was an hour later, after the jurors 
had dined, that) they retired to de- 
liberate on their verdict.

culosis, the board announces that it 
will order the meat destroyed: 


Under the law of 1908, the flesh of 


animals who have suffered from tuber- 
culosis is condemned. 
The health 


board officially believes that the law is 
unfair and that the meat is not in- 
fected and should not be condemned. 
The board desires the meat dealers to 
have the courts pass upon the law as 
it now stands or else get relief from 
the legislature. 


The board had permitted the meat 


dealers to place in their refrigerators 
meats which had been condemned, 
and it was not until dealers removed 
some such meat for sale that the board 
was forced to take action.

TARIFF BILL 


Only One Republican Vote 


Cast Against It 


Action of Payne In Having Oil and Its 


Products Placed on Free List Has 


Much to Do With Bringing Republi- 
cans Together—Champ Clark Meets 
With Defeat In Last Attack on the 
Measure 


Washington, April 10.—After tbree 


weeks of consideration, the Payne 
tariff bill was passed by the house of 
representatives by a vote of 217 to 
161. 
One 
Republican, Austin 
of 


Tennessee, voted against the measure 
and four Democrats, all from Louisi- 
ana, voted for it. 


The bill will he received in the sen- 


ate, which holds a session today, and 
referred to the finance committee. It 
will be reported with the senate com- 
mittee's amendments with only a few 
days' delay. 


The greatest change made by the 


house was in oil- The pressure from 
the west was so strong against the 
Standard Oil company that the house, 
after the defeat of Speaker Caunou in 
its efforts to have the duty placed at 
25 percent ad valorem, decided to 
make oil absolutely free. 


On motion of Chairman Payne of 


the ways and means committee, oil 
and its products were placed on the 
free list and exempted from the 20 
percent duty in case any other coun- 
try imposes a. duty on American oil. 


This action of Payne, together with 


an, amendment which protected bar- 
ley on the same plane as the Dingley 
bill, brought all Republicans together. 


Among other important amendments 


that Lave been made since the bill 
came from 
committee 
were those 


striking out the provision for a duty 
on tea and the countervailing duty 
proviso on coffee. 
The elimination oi 


the maximum duty of 20 percent on 
coffee, contained in the maximum and 
minimum section of the bill, was also 
significant. 


The last attack was made on the bill 


by Champ Clark, who moved to re- 
commit the bill with instructions tc 
place all duties on a mere revenue 
basis, provide for an income, a stamp 
tax on stock and produce gambling, 
discriminating duties 
for 
American 


shipping, free entry to products com- 
peting with trust 
products 
of this 


country, free cotton bagging and tie; 
and various other concessions. 


This was as near a bill as Clar! 


could produce, and it was defeated— 
ayes 162, nays 218. 


The final vote 
demonstrated 
tht 


capacity of the Republican organiza- 
tion to get together. The situation with 
respect to lumber was greatly re- 
lieved to the Republican leaders when 
it became manifest that the advocates 
of the proposition placing it on the 
free list were in the minority. 


When the bill actually was passed 


the Republicans cheered lustily, soms 
dancing up and down the aisles and 
patting their fellow members on the 
back. 


After adopting a resolution that un- 


til further ordered sessions shall be 
held only on Mondays and Thursdays, 
the house adjourned. 


President 
Taft 
expressed 
great 


pleasure over the prompt action of the 
house in passing the bill so early. He 
has been, most solicitous that there 
should be as quick action as consist- 
ent with a. full discussion, because he 
has realized that until the bill became 
a law there would be a hesitancy abou: 
business. 


The same moral suasion that 
tin 


president brought on the house will bt 
exerted on (he senate, and there is no 
doubt that the leaders of that body 
will do all in their power to pass the 
bill quickly, bring about an agreement 
between tlie two houses and place it 
in the hands of the president.

CHINA'S QUEER EDICT 


China has Just issued an edict to 


the effect that if a man is once a 
Chinaman he is always a Chinaman— 
and that no citizen of the 
Celectial 


Empire has a 
right 
to 
expatriate 


himself by any form of naturalization 
or oath of allegiance to any foreign 
country or ruler. That sort of an. 
edict 
startles us in Yankeeland 


•where everybody is.familiar with the 
transferring or allegiance 
and 
-the 


taking of the oath in naturalization 
proceedings. 


Yet it is barely half a century since 


the right of expatriation -was estab- 
lished as a principle of international 
law nvitii civilized nations, and 
the 


United States less than a 
century 


ago fought a. war in which that right 
was the .principal question at issue. 


The ancient chief, the feudal baron 


and the king" in 
past centuries 


claimed every man. In their domains 
as a subject. 
The doctrine of ex- 


patriation, was in existence frojp tie 
earliest times but its enforcement de- 
'Pend-ed upon the strength of the na- 
tion 'which exercised the privilege of 
conferring citizenship upon 
a man 


•whose allegiance was claimed by the 
ruler of some other realm. 


In 
the years between 
British 


acknowledgment of 
American inde- 


pendence and the war of 1812 the 
British denied the right of a British 
citizen to absolve himself from 
al- 


legiance to the British 
sovereign. 


That denial was the legal basis on 
which were based those 
extraordin- 


ary seizures of American seamen by 
British naval vessels.

variably claimed, even °when the mau 
was born in Ne.ntu.ckec and his for- 
bears were Nantucket bred for sever- 
al generations, that he "Was a British- 
er and therefore liable to be seized 
and impressed ir.to the service of tne 
British king.

from gray to black as a rainstorm 
approaches.

The 
movements of the torpedo are under 
the transmitter's control every in- 
stant, and a system of "luminous 
eclipses" even enables him to watch 
its progress.
